The convention appeared conscious at all 
times that the eyes of the democracy of the 
United States were upon it, and that the 
proger launching of the Parker boom was 
absolutely essential.

Eighteen Buildings for Women. 

For the women’s quadrangleeighteen build- 
ings will be erected in the square. In the 
middle of the north and south frontages will 
be a recitation hall, through which an arched 
entrance way will be cut, these two entrances 
to be the only means of access to the inner 
quadrangle. 

Around the four sides of the block sixteen 
dormitories will be erected. These will be 
divided off in sets of four, to each of which 
will be assigned one-half of one of the recita- 
tion halls. The four dormitories and their 
4 recitation hall will constitute a college. 
There will be a college of arts around the 
northwest corner, a college of science around 
the southwest corner, a college of literature 
around the southedst corner, and a college 
of arts and literature combined around the 
northeast corner. Each of these colleges will 
contain accommodations for 175 resident 
students, together with rest and study rooms 
for 125 day students, living at home in the 
city. In the middle of the square will be an 
assembly hall and a clubhouse, in which will 
be the library.

Capt. W. J. Phillips of G company of the

In answer to the charges Capt. Phillips 
declares the money was carried away by a 
cyclone which tore down his tent and scat- 
tered his equipment.

ING PETER of Servia is virtually de- 
fying the great powers of Europe and 
public opinion throughout the civilized 


world. The dispatches from Belgrade 


of late have been most misleading. 
For, while they intimated that the king had. 
eliminated from his household those officers 
who had taken a leading and personal part 
in the shocking butchery of King Alexander 
and Queen Draga, the cables neglected to ex- 
plain that the regicides in question, far from 
being punished, had been, on the contrary, 
advanced in rank and promoted from posi- 
‘tions at court to the highest dignities of the 
state, 

Thus Draga’s brother-in-law and principal 
murderer has been appointed chief of staff 
of the army, and as its virtua! head intrusted 
with the responsibility and secrets of the na- 
tional defense. Cel. Popovitch, who is even 
still more culpable, since it was the betrayal 
of his trust as chief of the military household 
of King Alexander that rendered the assassi- 
nation * the ill fated monarch and of his 
consort possible, has been given the com-. 
mand of the metropolitan division of the 
army, which involves a transfer from the

In fact, not a single one of 
the regicide officers has been either disgraced 
or punished, while four colonels and a num- 
ber of subaltern officers who had manifested 
antagonism towards their regicide comrades 
have been placed by the king on the retired 
list.

the petty sovereign and mediatized houses of 
the continent of Europe. ‘Although she was 
a sister of the late duke of Richmond, Who 
was likewise. duke of Lennox and of Gor- 


don in Great Britain, and of Aubigny in 


France, and one of the grandest nobles of 
Europe, yet when she married the late Prince 
Edward of Saxe-Weimar, who was serving 
in the English army, his cousin, the late 
grandduke of Saxe-Weimar, would not per- 
mit the union to take place otherwise than 
morganatically, declaring that inasmuch as 
Lady Augusta Gordon Lennox belonged 
neither to a sovereign house nor yet to a 
mediatized family. her birth was not suf- 
ficiently illustrious to admit of her wedding 
a prince of Saxe-Weimar on a footinug of 
equality. 

As the prince would have forfeited all his 
rights to a share in the family fortune, and 
to any income therefrom, if he had failed to 
comply to the grandduke’s commands in 
the matter of his marriage, he yielded, to the 
intense indignation of the late duke of Rich- 
mond, and Lady Augusta was forced to 
content herself with the title of “ Countess 
Dornburg.“ conferred upon her by the ruler 
of Saxe-Weimar. It was by this name that 
she was known until some ten or fifteen 
years ago, when Queen Victoria conferred 
upon her the right of styling herself—but only 
in England—Princess Edward of Saxe-Wei- 
mar, a title which she bore for the remaind- 
er of her life.

‘MODERN SOCIALISM EXPLAINED. 


Extracts from Speeches and Programs eg 


of European Leaders and Conventions. 

„ MODERN SOCIALISM,” edited by R. C. 
K. Ensor, is a work designed to exploit 
the subject as set forth by soelalists in their 
speeches, writings, and programs. Mr. 
Ensor supplies a general introduction, and 
then by quotations gives the reader an idea 
of the antecedents of modern socialism. For 
instance, an extract from Liebknecht ex- 
plains Marxism as a political standpoint, an- 
other from Engels gives an account of the 
Marxian theory, while the program of the 
‘communist manifesto’ id taken from the 
writings of Marx and Engels. Two extracts 
from Lasselle explain his standpoint. 

Then follow excerpts from speeches and 

programs showing the position of French, 
German, Austrian, Belgian, and English so- 
cialists. Sidney and Beatrice Webb, Will- 
lam Morris, John Burns, Keir Hardy, Will 
Crooks, and members of the Fabian society 
are quoted as representing English social- . 
ists. The various socialistic programs of 
continental Europe make the book valuable, 
and from the speeches of the noted social- 
ists one can get a-fair idea of the objects 
kor which each is contending. 
In his introduction on the present status of 
socialism, Mr. Ensor finds much to en- 
courage the follower of the theory to hope 
for a brilliant future, save in our country. 
‘He says: A socialist vote is, however, 
growing in many centers, quickened by dis- 
like of the trusts: and outside it stretches 
a penumbria of semi-socialistic convictior, 
which first won recognition at the St. Louis 
convention of the democratic party in 1896 
(sie). On the same page isa footnote in which 
he says that a policy of municipaliza- 
tion has tended to purify municipal politics; 
Chicago and New York are both instances!“

His claim on American history is as the 
commander of the American privateers Gen- 
eral, Arnold and Minerva. Two actions with 
British ships in which the former craft par- 
ticipated have been practically overlooked 
in all histories of the revolution. The facts 
have been gleaned from Capt. Brown's diary. 
recently discovered, and the corroborative 
reports of the British commanders. One of 
these battles was fought March 28, 1779, off 
St. Michael's island, with the British thirty- 
two gun frigate Gregson.

Cincinnati, O., April 18.—[Special.]—At a 
stormy meeting of the board of directors of 
the University of Cincinnati today President 
Howard Ayres was summarily dismissed 
from the university, to take effect at once. 
The board would give no reason for the ac- 
tion, except that it was for the good of the 
university. It is said that President Ayers 
had acted in a violent and discourteous man- 
ner to Chairman Frank G. Jones of the board, 
disregarded the wishes of the board, and 
that he was disloyal to the university. 

President Ayers was present at the meeting, 
and after it was voted to dismiss him he 
made quite a scene, demanding the reasons 
for his dismissal and branding the whole 
action as an outrage. Then he left the meet- 
ing and refused to be interviewed, except to 
intimate that he might take legal action. 

President Ayers came here five years ago 
from the University of Missouri, where he 
was professor of biology. Immediately. after 
his arrival he dismissed nearly the entire 
faculty and employed new men. This action 
caused bitter feeling, and friends of the de- 
posed teachers have been after him ever 
since. At the last meeting the board of di- 
rectors terminated Ayers’ contract, to take 
effect next July, and employed Dr. Charles 
W. Dabney of the University of Tennessee, 
but the action of the ‘board today was un-

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LESSON NO. 210.—Cottons. 


NEW course of lectures was begun at 


the School of Domestic Arts and 


Science, 39 State street, Saturday 
morning at 11 o’clock. Miss Hen- 
rietta Connor, director of the sewing 
department, began her series of talks upon 
fabrics, cotton being the first subject taken 
up. It is a far cry from the cotton fields to 


the finished muslin, and the exhibition of 


cotton at the various stages of manufacture 
was full of interest. 


To the housekeeper who is inclined to say 


“all cottons look alike to me” the differ. 
ences shown and the distinctions made were 
‘gurprising. 

Do you look for a round thread or a flat 
thread? Do you notice whether the color is 
blue white, yellow white, or pure white? Do 
you demand bleaching or will you let nature 
do the work? All these are important ques- 
tions in buying cotton. A 

The importance of the cotton ind in 
the world is surprising when we are told that 
it ts a greater industgy than agriculture and 


that one-half of it in the United States. 


ee varieties are generally Sea 


lands, New Orleans, and Upland. The Sea 


islands is the best grade, being fine and 
giossier and longer but not quite so strong 
as the India cotton. Nearly all of it ismade 
into cotton thread and is sent to Scotland 
and England for its manufacture. Some of 
it goes into the finest muslins and some goes 


into the aduiterations of silks. One pound 


of the Sea islands cotton will spin 1,000 miles 
of thread, | 


In understanding cotton, why it does not 
shrink as much as wool, the construction of 


the fiber is of great importance. In a flat 


thread the spiral twist inside the fiber is 
flattened and is not so strong as in the round 
thread, where it remains intact. The dif- 
ferences in the form of the fiber in linen, 
wool, and cotton cause the differences in 
material after wetting. The various pro- 
cesses of manufacture were shown. The nat- 
ural cotton full of seeds, the various stages 
up to fine thread. Singeing and sizing were 


- explained and their great importance in the 


appearance of the finished cloth. Sizing is 


added when mill ends are sold by the pound, 


as it adds greatly to the weight of the goods. 
‘The round thread shrinks more in washing 


than the flat, but the latter holds dirt much 
more rapidly. 


The questions concerning cotton materials 


for beds were numerous. Different makes 
are called for in various parts of the coun- 
try, and it was said that in the east un- 
bleached cotton was much more often 
bought for sheets than here. A few wash- 


ings and drying in the open air bleach them 


and they are warmer, less expensive, and 
wear longer. It must be another effect of 
our western haste that we cannot wait for 
cloth to whiten. When the question was 
asked, why do people here prefer buying cot- 
ton cloth in the old fashioned way and sew- 
ing a seam over and over when they can 
buy the material woven into what ts called 
tubing, where only the ends require finish- 
ing? remained unanswered. And some, 
franker than others, admitted t their neigh- 
bors that they had never heard of it before. 


Practical questions were asked concerning 
buying cotton goods for various uses and 
instructions given as to what to look for in 
buying cambric, lawns, dimities—how to 
treat “Indian head” so that it will make 
fine shirt waists and shirt waist suits. There 
are so many varieties of the finer grades of 
cotton cloth that they are absolutely be- 
wildering. Indian lawn, bishop's lawn, Per- 
sian lawn, swiss, masalia, each with Its spe- 
clal advantages for certain purposes. The 
color, weave, and feeling of fine materials 
are all of great importance in sqlecting. 

The necessity of finding some use of the 
dy- products of cotton is realized when 
we learn that only ene-third pure cotton re- 
mains when the seeds are removed and that 
two-thirds would go to waste unless other 
uss were found. The seeds yield meal, oil, 
the poorer cotton is used for heavier grades 


ot cloth, and is to be recognized after weav- 


ing by the dark color and many black specks 
scattered through it. Surely the art of buy- 
ing well is a fine art and not to be put down 
lightly or inadvisedly at the bargain counter. 
She is a wise housemother who knows a 
good bargain when she sees it, but she is 
wiser still who knows the process of manu- 
facture and the tricks of the trade.

Food for the Diabetic— 

As far as possible sugars and starches are 
omitted from the dietary of the diabetic. 
The breads made from diabetic flours, how- 
ever, prove so unsatisfactory that a small 
slice of wheat bread or cracker is sometimes 
taken daily in their stead. 5 

Sugar is replaced by saccharine in all made 
dishes. 

Meats, eggs, and fish may be taken in quan- 
tities, from four to six eggs daily oftentimes 
not being too much. | 


A large amount of fat is necessary, the 


forms being butter, cream, cheese, olive oil, 
and oily fish. In addition to the ordinary 
diet, one-fourth pound of butter and one- 
half pint of cream may be taken daily. 
Green vegetables are allowed and are es- 


» pecially useful for carrying the necessary 
amount of fat.

Slice candied cherries thin, making a tiny 
hole in the center, through which to fasten 
a tiny upright sprig of ivy leaf, and lay 
around on the ice. Put four or five whole 
cherries (previously soaked in brandy) on 
the fruit. A small bunch of red carnations 
or white daisies with stems just long enough 
to reach to the top of the goblet is then 
tied by a bright red ribbon to its stem. ‘ 

Equally attractive is another pretty device 
used for serving desserts at the same hotel, 
which, though requiring the codperation of 
the confectioner, is not impossible of achieve- 
ment by the ambitious hostess. A basket 
of woven candy, large enough to hold the 
necessary number of individual desserts 
(Charlotte Russe, meringues, 
manges) has a high arched handle entwined 
with leaves ending in a rose. Into the rose, 
which, by the way, is turned toward the per- 
son helped when the dessert is passed, is in- 
troduced a tiny electric light bulb, for which 
it forms a shade, and the battery to which is 
hidden down in the basket.

‘THIRTEENTH ANNUAL SESSION: 
TO BEGIN IN WASHINGTON. 


President Mrs. Charles W. Fairbanks 
Delivers Her Address of Welcome to 
Audience of 2,000—Credentials Com- 
mittee Reports 40,206 Members, 687 

Chapters, 30 National Odicers, and 
2738 Delegates — Many Amendments 


Washington, D. C., April 18.—The thir- 
teenth annual continental congress of the 
National Society of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution convened here today 
with over 2,000 delegates, alternates, and 
visitors in attendance. The sessions will 
continue throughout the week. Mrs. Charles 
W. Fairbanks, wife of the senior senator 
from Indiana, presided and delivered her ad- 
dress of welcome, in which she pictured the 
work of the society, recounted the progress 
of the memorial hall project, and the plage 
for the dedication of the hall at this meeting. 
Mrs. Maria Purdy Peck of Iowa, in re- 
sponding, referred to pioneer achievement 
in the west and the importance of the Louis- 
jana purchase and the Lewis and Clark ex- 
pedition, and regretted that no monument 
had ever been reared to the memory of the 
author of the declaration of independence. 


Total Membership Is 40,206. 


The credentials committee reported a total 
of 40,206 members, 687 chapters, 30 national 
officers, and 278 delegates. 

The afternoon session was devoted to con- 
sideration of amendments. Two of these 
provoked considerable discussion. The first, 
proposed by Mrs. Caroline E. McWilliams 
of Illinois, provided that a vice president 
at large to represent the army and navy 
may be nominated at each congress by the 
majority of delegates from any one state 
not presenting a candidate. 

The other, offered by Caroline R. Nash 
as an amendment to the McWilliams amend- 
ment, provided that such nominee must be 
the wife or daughter of an officer of the 
army or navy, the two services alternating 
at each election. Both amendments were 
lost. : 

Cora B. Bickford of the Rebecca Emery 
chapter of Biddeford, Me., offered an amend- 
ment which changed the provision as to 
the composition of the national board of 
management and this also was lost. 


Life Membership Idea Deferred. 

Althea Randolph Bedle offered an amend- 
ment making Mrs. Mary S. Lockwood, Miss 
Mary Desha, and Mrs. Helen Hardin Wal- 
worth, the surviving organizers of the D. A. 
R., life members of the national board, with 
the honorary title of vice president general 
and with full privileges as members of the 
national board and continental congress. It 
was pointed out that this would conflict with 
other portions of the constitution and action 
was postponed indefinitely. 

The. Gaspee chapter of Providence, R. I., 
proposed an amendment providing for a 
change in the selection of delegates to the 
congress, but it was finally withdrawn. 

Receptions occupied the evening and no 
session was held.

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LLOYDS UNITE FOR PROTECTION NEWS NOTES FROM NEW YORK. 


Local Attorneys Complain of Practices ) Receiver of National Life Association | 


of Brokers in Holding Back 
Premiums. 


A number of local Lio} Lioyds attorneys held ¢ a 
meeting on Saturday and took prelimi 
steps toward the ofganization of a 
protection association. A committee was ap- 
pointed to draw up plans which will be laid 
before a meeting some day this week Zor 
action. 

The attorneys complain that the Lioyds 
have been the victims of unscrupulous 
brokers in various parts of the country, and 
that protection from this abuse 70 absolutely 
necessary. They declare that the most 
Serious trouble comes from the slowness of 
some brokers in paying premiums. They 
hold policies sometimes as, long as four 
months without remitting for them, and then 
cancel them. By going from one Lloyds to 


another they are thus enabled to keep prop- 


erty covered, on which they receive the 
premiums, but for which the Lloyds, which 
carry the liability, receive nothing. 

It often happens that risks burn under these 
ciroumstances, and, although some of the 
Lioyds’ policies dontain provisions that they 
shall not be in force until the organization 
has received the premium, refusal to pay 
these losses generally results in trouble. 

Another trouble, one of the attorneys de- 
clar@s, has been that individually the Lioyds 
could not bear the expense of getting the 
tariff rates. The result has been that two or 
more Lloyds would be on a risk at entirely 
different rates. He cites an instance of one 
being on at 8 per cent while another was 
on at 2% per cent. The organization is ex- 
pected to be able to buy the tariff rates on in- 
dividual risks for the use of all its members. 
It is expected to provide in the rules of the 
association that none of its members shall 
allow a policy to stand on its books for more 
than sixty days unless the premium is paid, 
and any broker who cancels without paying 
the earned premium will not be permitted to 


place the risk with any other member of the 


association, The organizers expect event- 
ually to have most of the local Lloyds in the 
association, as a good number are going in at 
the start.

A well known building expert engineer 
Says: 

I some time ago came came to the conclusion that 
ordinary standard fireproof construction is entirely 
too filmmsy in its fire resisting features. In my 
own practice I have of late used nothing but four 
inches of brick work for co covering and have 
filled the inside column space between the column 


and brick work with Portland cement concrete. 


With this kind of covering I have not hesitated to 
install a few electric light conduits inside the 
column covering. The outlet. boxes being prop- 
erly bullt in with the column covering, I do not 
believe that with this column covering the few 
light pipes and conduits inside could do. any 
harm. Moreover, filling the inside of the column 
with concrete stiffens it enormously and would 


the column 
in case it became overheated. 

For girder coverings I have used on the lower 
flange a heavy, solid terra cotta shoe in two 
pleces. Underneath the girder is a minimum 
thickness of two and a half inches, and this two 
and a half inches is all solid material. The flange 
of the girder I had wrapped with wire lathing and 
plastered with cement. 

The wire lathing is turned over on the top 
of the shoe, and then on top of this, on either side, 
is built a four inch wall of brick work for the 
protection of the web girder. My theory is that 
after the plaster came off in a fire, if the girder 
shoes cracked, the wire lathes would probably hold 
them some little time longer, possibly until the 
intense heat was over, and that in this way the 
girder at least would be saved from any serious 
damage. I had the shoes put on carefully so as 
to avoid any strain due to building them in place. 
I think it will take a long, hot fire to crack shoes 
ae heavy as t anyway. 

For my floor beams I have invariably used a 
heavy protecting skewback, the protecting flange 
affording at least an inch and a half of solid ma- 
terlal without any interior celle or openings. 
These are so designed that the pressure of the 
arch could not bring any strain on the protecting 
web of the skewback. I have always built all 
interior partition walls of brick work even where 
they are carried on floors, but, in common with 
most men engaged in the erection of fire resist- 
ing butidings, I have not paid as much attention 
as I should to window openings and other sources

The Pere Marquefte’s new line into Buf- 
falo will be formally opened for freight and 
passenger traffic on May 1. The contract be- 
tween the Michigan Central (Canada South- 
ern) and the Pére Marquette, under which 


the latter obtains trackage rights over the 


Canada line from St. Thomas to Niagara, in- 
cluding the use of the Cantilever bridge, and 
from Welland to the International bridge at 
Buffalo, was approved by the Canadian 
government last week. The Pére Marquette 


has also made a contract with the New Tork 


Central under which it secures, besides a 
terminal yard of its own, the use ot the 
Central’s terminal facilities at Niagara Falls. 
and trackage into Buffalo, and the use of 
the New Tork Central passenger. station 
there. This completes the Pére Marquette’s 
line between Chicago and Buffalo and prac- 
tically places it in the ranks of eastern trunk 
lines, 

An official of te. road states that while 
the relations of his road with the Vander- 
bilt Interests are expected to be friendly, it 
is entirely free to interchange its business at 
Buffalo and intermediate points with all con- 
~nections. 

In anticipation of the opening of its 
through line, the Pére Marquette has added 
6,000 freight cars to equipment during 
the last year, and is now receiving the last 
of the purchase of eighty modern locomo- 
tives. It also -has added two steel ferries 
to its Lake Michigan fleet, and is just put- 
ting into commission a new steel car ferry 
for service in the Detroit river at Detroit, 
with @ capacity of thirty freight cars. 


Smaller Eastbound Shipments. 

Eastbound freight traffic from Chicago 
continues to grow smaller. Last week's 
shipments of flour, grain; and provisions suf- 
fered a further decrease, and with the open- 
ing of navigation near at hand there is little 
prospect of the railroads bettering their 
condition.
